La sede originale della Parrocchia dista dall’attuale solo 50 metri. 
Essa risale ai tempi angioini ed era di costruzione gotica, a tre 

navate. Si attribuisce al 1202 la data della costruzione dell’antico 
edificio, che fu trasformato in orfanotrofio qualche decina di anni 
fa. La Parrocchia fu trasferita nella chiesa della SS. Trinita, la cui 





prima pietra fu benedetta dal Vescovo dell’epoca, Bernardino Morra, nel 1603. Durante il XVIII secolo l’originale struttura a tre navate 
dell’ex Parrocchia di S. Audeno fu modificata, riducendo le navate ad una singola. Solo nel 1934 venne presa la decisione definitiva di 
assegnare a S. Audeno la sede parrocchiale della SS. Trinita. Quest’ultima é ad una navata, decorata abbondantemente ed in stile 
Barocco. Essa é lunga 30 metri e larga 10, 6 pavimentata in marmo, con soffitto a cassettoni e sul tamburo, all’ingresso, é dotata di 
organo meccanico a canne. Prima di essere scelta come sede della Parrocchia di S. Audeno, la chiesa della SS. Trinita era sede e luogo 
di culto della confraternita omonima. Infatti, all’esterno si possono notare: in alto un bassorilievo in stucco della SS. Trinita; in basso 
due statue raffiguranti una S. Filippo Neri, fondatore della confraternita, e S. Giacomo, pellegrino errante (la confraternita si assumeva 
il compito di assistere i pellegrini). Le statue risalgono al 1744. Ampie sale fanno da corona alla chiesa e sono adibite a Sagrestia e aule 
per il Catechismo o altre attivita parrocchiali. Esse comunicano con il cortile che immette alla Casa Canonica. La Chiesa era dotata di un 
campanile, del quale, pero, resta solo una meta: le campane sono ora sostenute da un archetto sovrastante la chiesa.

The original seat of the Parish is only 50 meters from the current 
one. It dates back to the Angevin times and was of Gothic 
construction, with three naves. The date of construction of the 





ancient building is attributed to 1202, which was transformed into 
an orphanage a few decades ago. The Parish was transferred to 
the church of the SS. Trinity, whose first stone was blessed by the Bishop of the time, Bernardino Morra, in 1603. During the eighteenth 
century the original three-nave structure of the former Parish of St. Audeno was modified, reducing the aisles to a single one. Only in 
1934 was the final decision taken to assign the parish seat of the SS to S. Audeno Trinity. The latter has a single nave, abundantly 
decorated and in Baroque style. It is 30 meters long and 10 meters wide, it is paved in marble, with a coffered ceiling and on the drum, 
at the entrance, it is equipped with a mechanical pipe organ. Before being chosen as the site of the Parish of S. Audeno, the church of 
the SS. Trinita was the seat and place of worship of the homonymous brotherhood. In fact, on the outside you can see: above a stucco 
bas-relief of the SS. Trinity; below two statues depicting a St. Philip Neri, founder of the brotherhood, and St. James, a wandering 
pilgrim (the brotherhood assumed the task of assisting the pilgrims). The statues date back to 1744. Large rooms crown the church 
and are used as a sacristy and classrooms for catechism or other parish activities. They communicate with the courtyard that leads to 
the Casa Canonica.

The ancient parish of Sant'Audeno, dedicated to the French bishop of the same name, of 
Norman origin, was located near the hamlet of Sant'Andrea, but at present only the Gothic 
portal and its cloister, now recovered and can be visited, remain of the ancient church. The 
eighteenth-century facade ( 1744 ) refers to a picturesque and rhetorical taste that emulates the 
Raguzzini. In the aedicules of the facade there are the stone statues of San Filippo Neri and San 
Giacomo , in the center, the bas-relief of the Assumption of the Virgin. 


The interior has a precious gilded wooden ceiling that contained three paintings by Massimo 
Stanzione ; these, around the forties , were replaced with the current ones that depict: the 
Madonna with Child and Saints, the Miracle of the Plague of St. Francis Xavier and the Madonna 
with Child and Saints of an anonymous seventeenth century. In the cone of the high altar there 
is a painting of the SS. Trinity with the Virgin and Saint Philip Neri, begun by Massimo 

Stanzione and finished by Andrea Vaccaro , which overlooks the marble altar. On the sides of 
the presbytery there are the wooden statues of San Pietro and San Paolo, from the first half of 
the seventeenth century . The beautiful and high dome dominates the canvases (XVII century) 
with valuable stuccos. Four eighteenth-century marble altars decorate the walls of the single 


nave.
